It may sound like the stuff old wives’ 
tales are made of, but Kelli Kunkel, a 
senior biology major atMissouri 
Southern, has spent three semesters 
compiling statistical information 
‘about the correlation between climatic 
conditions and the production of but 
terfat in Jersey cows. 

Kunkel will present her findings to 
the Missouri Academy of Science on 
April 27, 

Kunkel has been working on her 
rosearch with Dr. James Jackson, pro- 
fessor of biology, and John Beble, in 
structor of mathematics. 

Jackson said presenting her work to 
the academy is quite an accomplish 
ment, “'Most all of the students who 
prescnt research are graduates," 
Jackson said, “and for Kelli to present 
to the academy while she is atill an 
undergraduate puts her above 99 per 
ont of her peers.” 

Her findings conclude that some 
cows' butterfat production is affected 
by the approach of bad weather and 
some cows are not 

"Wo know now what conditions af. 
fect the cows and what doesn’t, 
Kunkel said, “We found that most 
cows are very adaptable, because there 
was only o three per cent variance 
because of weather conditions 

“Tho cows more affected by the 
climate conditions are the low 
producing cows anyway,” Kunkel said 
“The ones that produce well are not as 
affected 

‘Another finding of Kunkel’s is that 
some cows will produce more butterfat 
for their young a8 bad weather ap- 
proaches and somo cows will not. 

Kunkel concluded that they have 
simply reaffirmed with data what 
dairy farmers havo known for years. 

But that doesn't moan that his data 
ls not important. It can be used to 
cheek a cow's lineage to confirm how 
{ts forebearers reacted to climatic 
changes. This can prove helpful when 
buying championship cattle. 

Kunkel used data on the weather 
from the Joplin Airport and butterfat 
data from her own herd of Jersey cows. 
‘The total cost of her study was 880. 

Another impressive accomplish 
ment of ours,” Jackson said, “is that 
we kept the cost down. Some major 
university would have spent millions 
‘on this research 

Kunkel. who plans on graduating in 
December, hax won aix national cham 
plonships for her Jersey cows and has 
shown them all over the country

The junior college. which began in 1937 with 
the help of the University of Missouri 
operated as an integral part of the Joplin RS 
school system until June 30, 1964. The junior 
college was accredited by the North Central 
Association, enjoyed a fine reputation, and had 
many strong faculty 

In the fall of 1963 the Jasper County 
Development Association undertook the effort 
to establish 2 county-wide college as the first 
step toward 0 comprehensive junior college 





and oventutlly a fouryear college State 
legislation had recently passed allowing for the 
cre f such districts.

When Warren E. Hearnes ran for 
governor in 1964, ho made a promise to 
the people of southwest Missouri that 
ho would get a state college in their 
area.

Roxerves are military and naval per 
ronnel and equipment retained by the 
armed forces for emergency use 

"The purpose of the military reserve 
1s to have people who can be called and 
mobilized in case of a national 
emergency,” said Chief Petty Officer 
Larry Johnson of the U.S. Navy. “It is 
espeelally important now since there ix 
no draft 
‘The concept of the reserve soldier is 
older than tho country,”" says Sgt. Ed 
Russell of the U.S. Army Reserves. “It 
in people from home protecting thelr 
homes." 

National Guard {s a state mllitia for 
ntate emergencies, and the Army is for 
national emergencies. According to 
Russell, tho Army furnishes the 
payroll and training for use National 
Guard, but it is under state rule. The 
requirements and rules for the Na 
tional Guard ean vary from state to 
state 

“Thery aro 900,000 people in the 
millitary on active duty,” Russell said, 
“and about 1,500,000 in tho reserve 
tained manpower pool if they. are 
needed. It/is estimated that by 1990 
there will be three people in the 
reserves for every ono on active duty 

Active reserves spend one weekend 
per month and two weeks during the 
summer working at theif assigned 
jobs. Inactive reserves have fulfilled 
the active duty requirement, but eas 
still be eallod for netive duty if needed.
